THE RESULT OF THE ELECTION. 


At this writirifi it appears to admit of 
no doubt that the people of the United 
States have determined that the Republican 
party shall be returned to the seat of au­ 
thority. Assuming this judgment to have 
been arrived at, and believing that it has 
it is fitting to look at General Harrison in 
the new attitude he assumes by reason of 
his election. 
As we said repeatedly during the late 
campaign, we believe that the cleanliness 
of his life, his high character as a citizen, 
and the calmness and wisdon of his uttered 
thoughts, his personal courage and his fine 
sense of justice, guarantee an Administra­ 
tion of the very best order. 
They assure 
us that neither passion, hatred, revenge 
nor hot partisanship will control the Ad­ 
ministration, and that the judicial calm­ 
ness of the true statesman will dominate 
at the seat of Government. 
If the indications—which appears to us 
to be very near certainties—prove reality, 
and the Republican party is again in­ 
trusted with the administration of the 
affairs of the nation, the party will be put 
U|H)n trial, as it has not been since the 
days of 1861 and 1864. 
The people of the United States who in­ 
terpret the constitutional guarantee of a 
republican form of government to mean 
something more than formality, will ex­ 
pect the Administration to so use its pow­ 
ers and direct its influence, as to secure to 
every man in the land, North or South, 
the right to cast his ballot without fear, 
let or hindrance, and to have bio vote 
honestly counted. 
A republican form of 
government is not assured to the people 
of any State, where any of its citizens are 
persistently deprived of the right to ex­ 
press themselves unrestrainedly at the 
ballot-box. 
The 
State 
violates 
its 
compact 
with 
the 
Federal 
Union 
of 
States, 
to 
give 
a 
repub­ 
lican 
form 
of 
government 
to 
the 
people within its own bounds, so long as it 
connives at, condones or affirmatively aids 
repression of the votes of free citizens. 
That in many of the Southern States the 
vote cast is not representative of the mass of 
the people is a fact, and that it is due to the 
most outrageous intimidation of, interfer­ 
ence with and repression of the voting right 
of the freed naan, is a matter too notori­ 
ously true to lie even a debatable question. 
The Republican party will l»e looked to, 
also, to restore crippled civil service re­ 
form to its former estate and to advance 
and uplift it to the plane it should occupy. 
Upon this very question of the reform of 
the civil service the incumbent of the 
Presidential office has 
l>eeu 
criticized 
most severely for his lack of firmness and 
adhe-ioa to voluntary pledges he made. 
The reform ot the civil service is a ques­ 
tion that by a very large proportion of 
our people hits been treated as of indifler- 
eiit oenoern except when it served a pur­ 
pose in a campaign. 
They have appar­ 
ently given it too little thought to )>er- 
ceive 
the immeasurable good for the 
nation that lies within it. Scarcely sec­ 
ond in importance to the security of the 
citizen in his right to freely vote, and to 
have his vote honestly counted, is the ne­ 
cessity that servants of the Government 
shall be taught that their duty Ls first and 
foremost to the people; that they are 
given place and invested with trusts by the 
the people to be used in promotion of the 
public good along the lines of prescribed 
duty, and not to be laid at the feet of 
party rulers, Iki.ss dictators and political 
czars as mean-- to the accomplishment of 
partisan ends. 
Upon the fiscal questions of the day, it 
is enough to say that the stormy debate 
through which the country has passed 
and the result of the election, indicate to 
the new administration with sufficient 
clearness the policy it will be expected to 
pursue. 
They do not demand, however, 
any radical proceeding, any rushing to ex­ 
tremes, nor any violent changes in our 
commercial system. 
But they do demand 
such procedure as will, by wise tariff ad­ 
justment, place American labor, industry 
and production in an attitude to enable 
them to fairly compete for their own mar­ 
ket, and such as will conserve their vigor 
and highest development. 


COURTING V0TE6. 


It is charges! that in certain.election 
districts and precincts in this State the 
election boards excluded from their pres­ 
ence during the counting of the ballots, 
Tuesday night and yesterday, the com­ 
mittees appointed by political parties to 
watch the count: that they also excluded 
citizens who desired to observe the count­ 
ing ; that they secluded themselves in 
close rooms and there counted the ballots 
and made up the returns. 
There is im­ 
minent danger in permitting such proeeed- 
ure. 
The law proceeds upon the theory 
that voting shall be free, and the counting 
of the ballots open and in the presence of 
.the public. But it is.very often defeated 
■ by selecting such cramped places for poll­ 
ing booths that it is all but impossible for 
any others to get into the room after the 
■official board is once quartered in it. 
This trick of jamming the {Killing Ixxiths 
into hall-ways and small rear rooms of 
saloons, or insufficiently capacious store­ 
rooms is bad all through and the law 
should prohibit it. 
We repent that tin; 
size of the polling booth ought to l>e pre­ 
scribed by statute, and that it should he 
in a locality free from -connection with any 
saloon or drinking bar. 
There are plenty 
of places to be secured in any town or city 
roomy enough and not attached to any 
drinking salooon. The law concerning 
inspection o f the process o f counting (.rov­ 
ing in many cases to be ineffective, let the 
coming Legislature see to it that political 
parties are ¿o far recognized that they 
shall have the right, by proper represen­ 
tatives, to watch the counting o f votes in 
ail elections, and that there shall be no 
.closed doors to any p o llin g booth during 
the process o f counting. 
Feualties should 
attacli for the violation of such regulations, 
so certain and severe as to be beyond j 06- 
si bi lily o f avoidance. 
We c a n n o t go too 


fa r in guarding the b a llo t-b o x , or in pro­ 


te c tin g tlie citizen in the in v io la b ility o f 
his ballot. It is the one weapon a lo n e ¡ 
with whifb Americans should do battle ’ 


Assuming the present showings to be 
authentic, and not liable to any material 
modification, the next Congress will be 
Republican. This will give the adminis­ 
tration of public a flairs over wholly to the 
Republican party, anil there will be no 
division of responsibility. 
As there is 
always danger in such a {swition, the out­ 
look is for a demand of wisdom by the Re­ 
publican party of the highest order, and 
for discretion that will permit of no 
blundering. 
Of one thing the country 
ought to feel assured, that the claims of 
North 
and 
South 
Dakota, 
Wyoming 
Montana and Washington Territory will 
now be considered, and that all, or such 
part of these as are entitled, will be ad­ 
mitted to Statehood. At 1 c:\-t three of 
those named have population far in excels 
of that of Georgia or Alabama and one 
exceeds California, and though in all other 
requisites they have proved themselves to 
be duly qualified, they have been kept out 
of the Union of sovereign States for purely 
political reasons. The carving of States 
out of Territories should not be involved 
with party politics. 
It should proceed 
upon considerations above and beyond 
party claims and advantages. 
The new 
Congress will have cast upon it tiie re­ 
sponsibility of admitting or refusing these 
Territories upon purely economic grounds 
and upon the justice of the claims pre­ 
ferred. 
We are confident that when the 
Fifty-first Congress is assembled, the Ter­ 
ritories that are clearly qualified to be­ 
come States, will not l>e kept knocking at 
the door, no matter what their political 
complexion. 


WttbhbB fo r F r u it T rte n . 
I>. W. Ooquillet of Los Angeles on 
washes for fruit tree3 savs 
While the 
spraying of trees for the destru tion ofscale 
insects has not proved as satisfactory as 
could be wished, yet when properly done, 
and an eliective wash has been used, it has 
had the effect of greatly lessening the num­ 
ber of these pests upon the trees thus 
sprayed, and while there is every reason 
for believing that the gas treatment will in 
the main supersede spraying, yet there 
will always be eases where it will be desir­ 
able to use a w.eli of some kind, suchas 
upon plants or vines trained against a 
wall, or otherwise so situated that it would 
be impossible to cover tbem with a tent 
prior to fumigating them. 
One of the best washes I have used for 
the destruction of scale insects consists of 
caustic soda¡ res¡n and water, in thefollow- 
ing proportions; 
Caustic soda, one pound; 
resin, ten pounds; water, to make forty 
gallons. The caustic soda is first dissolved 
by boiling in one and a half gallons of 
water, and when dissolved one-half the 
solution is taken out, and the resin added 
to that remaining in the kettle. 
If this 
precaution is not taken, and the resin is 
added to the whole of the soda solution, 
the latter is very liable to “boil over.” 
After all of the resin Ls dissolved, add 
slowly the balance of the soda solution, 
and boil until the mixture will assimilate 
with water ; this can be ascertained by oc­ 
casionally dipping out a small quantity of 
the mixture anil adding water to it, as 
when properly cooked it will assimilate 
with water, like milk, but if it has not been 
boiled sufficiently it will form a ropy mass 
in the bottom of the vessel. 
During the 
boiling process the solution should be fre­ 
quently stirred, and if it shows signs of 
boiling over, a small quantity of water 
should be added, but not too much, or the 
cooking of the mixture will be delayed. 
While the mixture is boiling a foam "will 
be formed upon the surface, usually equal­ 
ing in hight the depth of the mixture in 
the vessel, being composed of very small 
bubbles. On one occasion, when 1 was 
superintending the boiling of some of this 
mixture, the latter did not form such a 
foam upon its surface, but in its stead pro­ 
duced bubbles; this doubtless resulted from 
the fact that the mixture did not contain a 
sufficient quantity of the caustic soda solu­ 
tion to properly soponify the resin.; accord­ 
ingly I added more of the soda solution, 
and in a short time the mixture produced 
the usual foam in small bubbles upon its 
surface. When sufficiently cooked that it 
will assimilate with water like milk, which 
it resembles, it should lie measured and 
poured into a barrel or vessel, and suffi­ 
cient water added to make forty gallons; 
the water should be added very slowly, the 
mixture in the mean time being thoroughly 
stirred. 


T h e M e ta l iu S o lo m o n 's T e m p le , 
That there was more metal in the Tem­ 
ple of Solomon than was ever collected in 
any other building, we take to be an his­ 
torical postulate. 
Rut it still remains to 
be asked; How was so much metal east? 
With what molds did the Hebrews man­ 
age to do it? 
Where did they per­ 
form their operations? 
As to molds, it 
seems evident from the Scripture accounts 
that clay mixed with sand was the mold­ 
ing material. 
Inourowu time this is es­ 
teemed the safest mold. 
But what a vast 
series of furnaces must have been required 
for such operations, and how harmonious 
must have beeu the action, the outpouring 
from the molds, to produce the giant unitv 
of design ' 
\ \ as there a national foundry 
on the plains of Jordan before the Jew's 
were carried captive to Babylon, and did 
Jeremiah allude to it as having been “ re­ 
paired ” at the time of the restoration of 
the temple? 
Possibly this may have been 
so. 
But we must remember that the i ’lne- 
nicians were the main founders and work­ 
ers for the mighty King Solomon, who 
remunerated them; that as the tabernacle 
owed much to Egyptian arts, so the temple 
owed much to Phoenician merchandise. 
It may be doubted whether the bronze 
wonders of the temple were not a good 
deal 
more 
foreign 
than 
home-made. 
Jerusalem became the 
focus of the 
world’s industries, («cause its king was 
the master of the world’s iutellect. “But 
Solomon built him au bouse” is onlv a 
graphic way of saying that he used liis’in- 
teliect and his influence for the combining 
in one storehouse a ll the glories of his 
profoundly artistic age. 
A d mnjorcm dci 
gUrrinm was the motive of the assemblage, 
but art and commerce brought the “sin­ 
ews, ’ if not 
the homage.—Ironmonger, 
Jjonuon.

It contained a p air of oars, a 
clean, w hite polka dot shirt, a lad y ’s rubt>er 
gossam er, soiled and w orn, and a black Derby 
bat w ith the nam e of G. W. Van Meter 
stam ped on the lining 
These articles were 
taken to th e C h iefs office, an d officers w ere in­ 
structed to find out, if possloie, w ho the ow ner 
was. 
Y esterday m orning th e follow ing letter was 
received at th is office: 
Novem ber 6.1888. 
Eps. Rsnc a n -U nion: I was up on th e west 
side oi ■«,: «m em o river this afternoon hunting 
and w he 
1 was at>out three m iles above the 
bridge am 1 n ear the river, I h eard som e one 
calling for help (as I thounhi 
o 1 ran to the 
river, to sec w hat th e trouble, m e , and all 1 
could 6ee was a boat driftiug dow n the river 
u ear th e east bank, and as 1 could see no one 
uut w here I started back to tow n, but lo d niy 
way in th e willows, and being a stran g er in this 
country 1 did not Bud my w ay back till late in 
th e evening, and as I have to leave Sacram ento 
on to-night’s train i thought it m y duty to let 
you o r some one know w hat I had" heard and 
seen, for 1 am of the opinion som e one got 
drow ned. 
Respectfnliy, 
Wm. a . Coi.ins. 
The letter was show n to Chief Lee yesterday 
m orniug, and tended to dispel th e im pression 
th a t Van M eter had com m itted suicide. About 
th e sam e tim e a youi g m an nam ed .4. W. Irw in, 
w ho resides w ith his m other in W ashington, 
cam e over and claim ed the tsiat. 
He said th at 
the boat whs hired on Tuesday m orning by a 
well dressed m au about twenty-five or thirty 
years of age, who said th a t he w anted it ior 
about two hours, to have a row on the river. 
The stranger wore a black derby h a t and ear 
ried a bundle under his arm . 
He left his over­ 
coat at Mrs:. Irw in ’s house, and it was subse­ 
quently brought over and delivered to the 
Chief of Police. 
Y onn" Irw iu says th at the 
gossam er was not in the boat w hen the stranger 
took it, n u lessh e had it in the bundle. 
In the po. ket of the coat was found a num ber 
of letters w hich no doubt establish the identity 
of the young m au w ho got th e boat. One letter 
was dated at Texas Mine, R edding, 8hasta 
county, October 1st. and signed by K. G. Hart, 
offering Van M eter em p’oym ent an d inform ing 
him that arrangem ents w ould be m ade for 
boarding hiincelf and wife. 
A w hite envelope, 
addressed Mrs Jennie Van M eter, N apa, Cal., 
w ith a stain , affixed, had no letter in it. 
There was a letter addressed to Dr. M. E. Van 
Meter, Red Bluff, stam ped, but not sealed, 
w hich read as follow s: 
* 
Novem ber 6, 1888. 
“ B rother M iles: 
“ I w rote yon a letter this m orning, but I for­ 
got to tell you to send me all the tax receipts for 
th a t property, us the m an who bought it wants 
them . Send them to San Francisco. 
“ Your brother, 
Gkobge W. Van Mktkr.'’ 
T here was one letter from his wife, dated 
Napa. October 29, 1888, and addressed to him at 
San Francisco, in w hich she begs him to send 
for h er and give her a hom e o í h er own. She 
asks w hen he intends to leave San Francisco 
and get work, and if he Is going to sell his prop­ 
erty. 
T here is considerable m ystery surrounding 
the disappearance of this young m an. and it is 
possible th at he abandoned the beat for the pur­ 
pose of leading th e public to believe th a t he had 
been drow ned.

In France soldiers’ pensions range from 
abount 4*120 to $150, and officers’ pensions 
from about $140 to $450 per annum. 
In Germany the pensions of private and 
non-commissioned officers range from about 
$1 45 to $9 per month, and the pensions of 
general officers are from $360 to $648 juir 
month. 
In Russia an officer's pension ranges 
from $225 to $1,287 per annum, while 
private aud non-commissioned officers re­ 
ceive from $10 71 to $42 86. 
Under the pension code of the United 
States a soldier who loses an arm at the 
shoulder or a leg at the hip-joint, receives 
a pension of $45 per month or $450 j>er 
year; for the total disability of an arm or 
leg $36 per month, and the same amount 
for the loss of an arm above the elbow or 
a leg above the knee, while the loss of 
a hand or a foot entitles him to $30 t»er 
month. 
Total disability entitles 
the 
Union 
soldier to a r-ension of $72 per month or

Mi*k» Your Own Icn Cream. 
Ice-cream is a luxury which is greatly 
appreciated during the warm months. 
\n 
ice-cream freezer costs about $2 50, and 
once that is bought, cream can be made at 
home at very little expense. The trouble 
of preparation is not nearly so great as is 
often suppased, and the result is so satis­ 
factory that those who are fond of ice* 
cream are advised to try it. 
Besides the 
freezer a wooden mallet for pounding ice 
and a stout canvas bag to pound the ice in 
are indispensable. To make the cream. 
use one pint, good measure, of rich milk¡ 
ljCt this boil, then mix together two table­ 
spoonfuls of (lour, one cupful of sugar and 
four or five eggs. Boat these very lightly 
and stir in the boiling milk. 
Cook twentv 
minutes and set away to cool. 
When 
ready to freeze, add one quart of cream, if 
you have it, or one pint of cream and one 
pint cr quart of milk. 
But this in the 
.reezer. 
Back the tub full of pounded ice 
and «alt, using about 2^ pints of Balt evenly 
distributed through the ice. Turn the 
handle of the freezer slowly at first, and 
verj rapidly for the last few minutes. 
In 
a 'out twenty minutes you will have a nice 
ice cream. Take out the beater, put on 
the cover, R ing careful to put a cork in 
the place where the heater goes through. 
1 ut a blanket or piece of old carpet over 
it, and by putting the freezer in a cool, 
dark place it will keep several hours with­ 
out any more ice.
